Candidates Talk Health-Care Reform 


Romney says he will 
keep popular parts of 
Obama’s signature law 

Boston 

Mitt Romney said he would retain 
some popular parts of the new health- 
care law he has pledged to repeal, 
while President Barack Obama focused 
attention in all-important Florida on 
the Republican ticket’s stand on Medi- 
care, an issue that’s been more favor- 
able to Democrats. 

Health care grabbed the spotlight 
Sunday, less than two months from 


Election Day in the deadlocked race. 

Romney, appearing on NBC’s 
“Meet the Press” for the first time in 
the campaign and the first time since 
June 28, 2009, said he would replace 
Obama’s health overhaul with a plan 
entirely his own, yet would keep some 
popular provisions. 

“I’m not getting rid of all of health- 
care reform,” Romney said in the 
interview taped Friday and Satur- 
day. “Of course, there are a num- 
ber of things that I like in health- 
care reform that I’m going to put in 
place.” He cited coverage for people 
with medical conditions and new 
insurance marketplaces. 


Meanwhile ... 

Also on the minds of some Florida 
residents was the future of the U.S. 
space program. Greeting President Ba- 
rack Obama as he arrived at his rally in 
Melbourne, Fla., were a knot of protest- 
ers holding anti-Obama signs, includ- 
ing one that read, “Obama lied. Space 
Coast died." Melbourne, home of the 
Kennedy Space Center and the Florida 
Institute of Technology, has been hard 
hit by cutbacks in the space program. 
Obama’s campaign cast blame on 
President George W. Bush and House 
Republicans. (AP) 


Romney’s aides said that was con- 
sistent with his previous position that 
those who haven’t had a gap in cover- 
age shouldn’t be denied coverage. 

But the comments brought renewed 
attention to the similarities between 
Obama’s plan and the one Romney 
championed when he was Massachu- 
setts governor, which included both 
protections for health conditions and 
an individual mandate that the Repub- 
lican has since railed against. 

Romney didn’t offer specifics for 
how he’d deal with the affordability 
of insurance, but suggested compe- 
tition would help bring down costs.

N.Y. Cleans Up After Twin 
Tornadoes Touch Down 


New York 

Damaging storms that spawned 
tornadoes in New York City, dark- 
ened tens of thousands of homes 
in the Washington, D.C., area and 
flooded New England streets 
turned a normal day of rest into a 
day of cleaning up for many East 
Coast residents Sunday. 

No serious injuries were report- 
ed when a twister hit the Breezy 
Point section of Queens on Satur- 
day and a second, stronger torna- 
do followed moments later about 10 
miles away in the Canarsie section 
of Brooklyn. The National Weath- 
er Service said winds were up to 
110 mph, and several homes and 
trees were damaged. 

“I was showing videos of torna- 
does to my 4-year-old on my phone, 
and two minutes later, it hit,” said 
Breezy Point neighborhood resident 
Peter Maloney. “Just like they always 
say, it sounded like a train.” 

Tornadoes are traditionally 
rare in the New York City area, but 
they have occurred with regular- 
ity in recent years. The unsettled 
weather, part of a cold front that

crossed over the Eastern Seaboard, 
toppled trees and power lines and 
damaged buildings as it passed 
through. Wind gusts reached 70 
mph in some places. 

Tornado-like funnel clouds were 
reported in Fairfax County, Va., and 
Prince George’s County, Md., but 
had not been confirmed by Satur- 
day evening, meteorologist Andy 
Woodcock of the National Weath- 
er Service said. 

For about three hours, the storm 
barraged western Massachusetts, 
western Connecticut and part of 
New Hampshire before tapering off 
near Rhode Island, but not before 
flooding roads in East Providence, 
the National Weather Service said.

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Private School Vaccine Opt-Outs on the Rise 


Sacramento, Calif. 

Parents who send their children 
to private schools in California 
are much more likely to opt out of 
immunizations than their public 
school counterparts, an Associat- 
ed Press analysis has found, and 
not even the recent re-emergence 
of whooping cough has halted the 
downward trajectory of vaccina- 
tions among these students. 

The state surveys all schools 


with at least 10 kindergartners to 
determine how many have all the 
recommended immunizations every 
fall. The AP analyzed that data this 
summer and found the percentage 
of children in private schools who 
forego some or all vaccinations is 
more than two times greater than 
in public schools. 

More troubling to public health 
officials is that the number of chil- 
dren entering private schools with- 
out all of their shots jumped by 10 


110 

The number of private schools in 
California where more than half the 
kindergartners skipped some or 
all of their shots, according to AP’s 
analysis. Parents cite a variety of 
reasons for not immunizing their 
children, among them: religious val- 
ues and concerns the shots them- 
selves could cause illness, (ap) 


percent last year, while the opt-out 
rate held steady in public schools 
for the first time since 2004. 

Public health officials believe 
that an immunization rate of at 
least 90 percent in all communi- 
ties, including schools, is critical 
to minimizing the potential for a 
disease outbreak. About 15 percent 
of the 1,650 private schools sur- 
veyed by the state failed to reach 
that threshold, compared with 5 
percent of public schools. 


Public health officials say that, 
regardless of why parents choose 
not to vaccinate their children, the 
result is the same: an increased risk 
of an outbreak of whooping cough 
or other communicable diseases. 

“We’re very concerned that 
those schools are places where 
disease can spread quite rapidly 
through the school and into the 
community, should it get intro- 
duced,” said Dr. Robert Schech- 
ter, medical officer with the Immu- 
nization Branch of the California 
Department of Public Health.

Greek Leaders Divided 
On $14.7B Plan for Cuts

92 Killed as Attacks Flare in iraq 


Court sentences VP 
to death as instability 
rises within country 


Baghdad 

Iraq’s fugitive Sunni vice president 
was sentenced Sunday to death by 
hanging on charges he master- 
minded death squads against rivals 
in a trial that has fueled sectarian 
tensions in the country. Under- 
scoring the instability, insurgents 
unleashed an onslaught of bomb- 
ings and shootings across Iraq, 
killing at least 92 people in one of 
the deadliest days this year. 

It appeared unlikely that the 
attacks in 13 cities were all timed 
to coincide with the afternoon ver- 
dict that capped a case against Vice 
President Tariq al-Hashemi, a long- 
time foe of Shiite Prime Minister 
Nouri al-Maliki. Still, the violence 
and verdict could energize Sunni 
insurgents bent on returning Iraq 
to the brink of civil war. 

Violence has ebbed significantiy 
in Iraq since U.S. troops departed in 
December, but insurgents contin- 
ue to stage high-profile attacks. Al- 
Qaeda’s Iraq branch has promised a

The worst violence on Sunday 
struck the capital, where bombs 
pounded a half dozen neighbor- 
hoods throughout the day. In all, 
42 people were killed in the capi- 
tal and 120 wounded, according to 
police and hospital officials. 

The countrywide attacks began 
before dawn, with gunmen killing 
soldiers at an army post in the cen- 
tral Iraqi city of Dujail. 

During the day, at least 92 peo- 
ple were killed and more than 360 
wounded in at least 21 separate 
attacks, according to reports from 
police and hospital officials. No 
group claimed responsibility, but 
Iraq’s Interior Ministry blamed al- 
Qaeda in Iraq, lara jakes (ap)

State-run TV aired footage of 
fire trucks trying to extinguish the 
blaze and rescue workers digging 
through mounds of rubble. Alep- 
po’s governor, Mohammed Wahid 
Akkad, was quoted by Syria’s offi- 
cial news agency, SANA, as saying 
the 17 dead were civilians. 

No group immediately claimed 
responsibility for the attack. SANA 
blamed terrorists, the term the 
regime uses for rebels. Opposition 
activists could not immediately be 
reached comment. 

The fight for Aleppo, once a bas- 
tion of support for President Bashar 
Assad, is critical for both the regime 
and the opposition.

Paris 

The younger daughter of a British-

Dispute Slows D.C. Taxi Upgrades 


It could be months 
before credit card 
readers are installed 

Washington 

Mayor Vincent Gray used his week- 
ly news conference two weeks ago 
to unveil a major new advance for 
the city’s taxi riders: a meter system 
offering credit-card readers and sat- 
ellite navigation in every cab. 

Now, the system’s rollout has 
been indefinitely halted, caught up 
in a business dispute over how the 
$35 million contract with VeriFone 
Systems was awarded — meaning 
it could be months or more before 


riders can swipe credit cards in 
every taxi. 

The decision to halt work on 
the contract, made recently by an 
administrative law judge on the 
city’s Contract Appeals Board, has 
frustrated some city officials eager 
to upgrade taxi service. 

“I’m unhappy,” said Ron Lin- 
ton, chairman of the District’s 
Taxicab Commission. “But I have 
to live with the legal structure 
that the government had devel- 
oped ... I don’t think [the decision 
to halt work] is in the best inter- 
est of the people of the District of 
Columbia.”

Technologies of New York and Alex- 
andria-based RideCharge — allege 
various irregularities in the pro- 
curement process. Those compa-

George Lowe, a lobbyist for 
CMT, said he was pleased with the 
stop-work order, noting the large 
amount of money at stake. 

“Another couple of months to 
make sure we get it right is time 
well spent,” he said. 

The losing bidders are asking 
the appeals board to order a new 
solicitation. If they succeed, it could 
be next summer before cabs with 
uniform “smart meters” are com- 
mon on city streets. 

That decision is expected 
in October, according to law- 
yers familiar with the case.

VRE Names New Chief 



Texas official chosen 
to Lead burgeoning 
commuter rail Line 

Alexandria 

A longtime Texas transportation 
official will take the reins of Virgin- 
ia Railway Express, a fast-growing 
commuter rail line serving North- 
ern Virginia. 

The governing bodies that over- 
see the VRE confirmed Doug Allen, 
58, as its new chief executive late 
Thursday. Allen spent 23 years with 
the Dallas Area Rapid Transit sys- 
tem and the past four and a half 
years with Austin’s Capital Metro 
transit system. That included a stint 
as interim chief executive in Austin, 
helping jump-start the city’s rela- 
tively new commuter rail line. 

Allen will lead a burgeoning 


rail line that connects increasing- 
ly crowded corridors from Manas- 
sas and Fredericksburg to down- 
town Washington by way of Union 
Station. 

VRE’s two governing bodies — 
the Potomac and Rappahannock 
Transportation Commission and the 
Northern Virginia Transportation 
Commission — officially confirmed 
Allen, who had been recommended 
by VRE’s Operations Board. 

The NVTC confirmed Allen 
in an unanimous vote, according 
to Rick Taube, the organization’s 
executive director. 

From the PRTC, State Dels. 
Richard Anderson, R-Prince Wil- 
liam, and Jackson Miller, R-Manas- 
sas, along with Stafford Coun- 
ty Supervisor Susan Stimpson, 
a Republican, and Spotsylvania 
County Supervisor Benjamin Pitts, 
an Independent, voted against 


Fit for the Gig 

Doug Allen said his experience 
in Dallas and with Austin’s small 
and relatively new transit sys- 
tem has prepared him to take 
the helm at VRE. Those systems 
also intersect heavily with state, 
federal and local governments, 
similar to VRE, he said, (twp) 


Allen’s appointment. 

Anderson, Pitts and Stimpson 
said after the vote that they could 
not discuss the closed meeting but 
said they agreed Allen is competent. 
Anderson and Pitts said they dis- 
agreed with Allen’s high compen- 
sation. His contract pays a base sal- 
ary of $230,000, with $30,000 for 
moving expenses for the first year, 
as well as $30,000 in deferred com- 
pensation that continues through 
the life of the contract, Pitts said. It 
also includes health insurance. 

“It was just a little bit too rich,” 
Pitts said. “I haven’t seen a con- 
tract where you get free health 
insurance.” 

Anderson said that tight state 
and local budgets mean leaders 
should rein in government sala- 
ries. “What I do hear [from con- 
stituents] ... is a palpable anger 
at the salaries in the public sec-

Should You Pay Off Your 
Student Loans Quickly? 



Welcome to the world, graduates: Student-loan borrowers owe nearly $25,000 on 
average, and paying back the minimum can take years to make a significant dent . 


Consider these tips 
when trying to wipe 
out your eollege debt

Feeling trapped under a mountain 
of student loan debt? 

Joe Mihalic did. So a year ago, 
the Harvard Business School grad- 
uate aimed to wipe out his $90,000 
debt. He was earning a little more 
than $100,000 as a product line 
manager at a technology compa- 
ny in Austin, Texas, but was spend- 
ing too much. He stopped eating 
out, rented two rooms in his house, 
sold his motorcycle and cashed out 
a retirement account. He paid off 
his loan in just seven months. 

“My stress level is so much 
lower,” says Mihalic, 29, who blogged 
about his experience at NoMore 
HarvardDebt.com and wrote an 
e-book. 

It’s a feeling many will envy. 
Student loan borrowers owe nearly 


$25,000 on average. Paying back 
the minimum means it can take 
years to make a significant dent. 
But is it smart to pay off student 
loans as aggressively as Mihalic? 

It depends on whether you have 
other types of debt. Student loans 
tend to have low interest rates, usu- 


ally below 9 percent. It’s best to pay 
off higher interest-rate debt first, 
such as car loans and credit-card 
debt, says Alexa von Tobel, found- 
er and CEO of financial manage- 
ment site LearriVest.com. 

Think about your future before 
throwing extra money at stu- 


dent loans. Fund your retirement 
accounts because you can earn a 
higher rate of return in the stock 
market. Also, make sure you have 
an emergency fund to cover about 
six to eight months of expenses. 

Here’s what you should consider 
if you want to pay off your student 
loans the same way Mihalic did: 

Scrutinize Spending 

Free up an extra $100 a month to 
put toward your student loans by 
cutting out cable TV, von Tobel says. 
Take a closer look at services that 
take money out of your checking 
account automatically every month. 
Cancel gym memberships you’re 
not using or subscriptions to mag- 
azines you’re not reading. 

Sell any spare vehicles you own. 
You’ll get some extra cash, but you’ll 
also save on maintenance, gas and 
insurance costs. 

Pay Off Your Private 
Student Loans First 

Those loans have higher interest 
rates than federal ones. Many pri- 
vate loans have variable rates, mean- 
ing that their interest rates could 
jump in the next several years, says 
Zac Bissonnette, author of “How to 
Be Richer, Smarter and Better Look- 
ing than Your Parents.” 


Think about your 
future before 
throwing extra 
money at student 
loans. Make sure 
you have an 
emergency fund 
to cover about six 
to eight months of 
expenses. 


Don’t Cash Out Your 
Retirement Accounts 

Mihalic withdrew $12,235 from his 
individual retirement account. But 
after paying early withdrawal pen- 
alties and taxes, he only received 
a check for $7,953. Mihalic rec- 
ognizes that it didn’t make sense 
financially, but emotionally it pro- 
vided more motivation to carry 
out his plan. 

Tapping your retirement 
account should be an absolute 
last resort. Mihalic is missing the 
potential compounded earnings of 
his entire original balance. 

Mihalic also stopped contrib- 
uting to his 401(k), another mis- 
take. Always take advantage of an 
employer match. Don’t ever give up 
free money. Joseph pisani (ap)

Robert Griffin III brought his 
Heisman Trophy swagger to New 
Orleans and made his NFL debut 
look like a Big Easy. 

Showing a veteran’s composure 
by scrambling only when neces- 
sary, the dynamic Redskins rook- 
ie quarterback tormented New 
Orleans’ defense with 320 yards 
passing and two touchdowns in 
his debut, and Washington held 
on, 40-32, for a stunning victory 
over the Saints on Sunday. 

After posting a near-flawless 
showing in the first half, Griffin 
played more of a caretaker role in 
the second half. His NFL debut 
ended with him completing 19 of 
26 passes. The 40 points marked 
the most scored by the Redskins 
since Mike Shanahan took over 
as coach in 2010.

tried to apply that. Being proficient in being 
able to answer the first three whys.

For example, 
revenues went up. Why did revenues go 
up? They went up because we got this new 
business deal. Why did we do that? I wanted 
to know it. In my career. I’ve come across 
individuals that didn’t want to know it and 
that’s fine. But I saw that as a distinguisher, 
particularly working at a large organization 
where there’s a smaller piece of the pie that 
you’re typically looking at. 

What have been some indelible leadership 
lessons in your career? 

Leading a team in Dublin was a completely 
different culture from the fast-pace 
environment in the states, where people are 
highly motivated. I knew we had a lot to do 
one day, and I looked up, and at 5:30 p.m., 
everyone was gone. I had to motivate people 
to stay around to get things done. 



How did you motivate them? 

I had individual one-on-ones with my team 
and really got a chance to get to know them 
and what made them tick. Everyone is 
motivated by something. It could be to get 
home to be with family or to progress up 
the ladder. You have to understand them. 
I asked them what they liked to do. Once 
you have open-ended questions, people 
usually open up.

Then what did you do? 

I met with them again and said, “I heard 
you want to move up in your career. To get 
there, here’s what I think you need to do.

I’m going 
to be part of the solution.” 

What’s the learning curve as you move into 
the nonprofit sector? 

Getting up to speed on the community 
development financial institution sector. It 
may be slightly nuanced for me. But I have 
a good team that is very seasoned. It’s not 
insurmountable.

A new generation of 
master’s students 
is set to reshape our 
heaLth-care system

Erin Boyle always knew she wanted 
to help people stay healthy. She 
thought she’d grow up to be a doctor 
or maybe a physician’s assistant. 
That is, until a part-time job as a 
college research assistant showed 
her a new way to help people: 
working in health-care policy. 

“It opened my eyes,” she says. 
“I realized big changes happen on 
the system side.” 

Boyle, 23, is now in her second 
year of Georgetown University’s 
health systems administration 
master’s program, studying the 


state of health care, the factors that 
influence change and what all that 
means for the future. It’s a complex 
field, and one that’s evolving. 

Health care in the U.S. has seen 
big changes since 2010’s Affordable 
Care Act overhauled the system. 

“Policy is shaping the health- 
care delivery system,” says P.J. 
Maddox, chairwoman of health 
administration and policy at George 
Mason University (Chhs.gmu 
.edu/hap). 

As a result, there’s a high 
demand for experts in health policy 
who can understand and shape laws 
governing health care, as well as 
for health administrators who are 
on the front lines of implementing 
those laws in hospitals and other 
health-care organizations. 

Boyle and her classmates will 
work on policy in the federal 


government or in advocacy groups. 
“We will be movers and shakers in 
future health care,” Boyle says. 

They could also be administrators 
or analysts for medical providers, 
corporations or nonprofit groups.

“They can translate complexities 
to non-health-care specialists,” says 
Patricia Cloonan, chairwoman of 
health systems administration at 
Georgetown’s School of Nursing

.edu/healthsystems). 

The health-care overhaul 
broadened access to health 
insurance by, among other things, 
expanding Medicaid and offering 
incentives for employers to cover 
employees.

policy shifted focus accordingly. 

“We think differently from the 
way we thought even a few years 
ago,” Cloonan says. 

Georgetown’s program offers 
classes and lectures on a range 
of topics, including the economic, 
social and political aspects of health 
care and detailed examinations of 
current care systems and how they 
may change. Students perform case 
studies looking at possible future 
policy issues and administrative 


concerns for patient care and 
well-being. They also participate 
in a residency with a relevant 
organization to give the students 
hands-on experience so they can 
start to apply what they’ve learned 
to the real world. “The proactive 
approach to health policy is a great 
part of the program,” Boyle says. 

Practicing her skills before 
graduation means she’s more 
likely to find a better jobs with 
more responsibility. That’s one of 
the primary reasons Boyle chose 
graduate school in the first place. 

“I wanted a way to enter the 


A Shorter Path ... 

Master's degrees aren't the 

only option for those seeking 
advanced education in health and 
medical policy. George Washington 
University (Gwu.edu) offers a seven- 
month certification in corporate 
health-care compliance. 

The degree prepares 
students to help develop 
compliance plans, which 
are required by the new 
health-care law. Hospitals, 
universities and other 
organizations need specialists in 
health-care policy to write the plans. 

“Corporate compliance is a critical 
aspect of our health-care system, 
and there’s a significant demand for 
education for individuals working in

and online classes. Most students 
have worked in a field related to 
health care or health policy before 
they begin the program. 

Students analyze the complex 
factors that go into health-care 
policy and find ways to develop 
solutions for problems that exist at 
local and federal levels. “At the end 
they’ll really understand the link 
between social policy and health- 
care delivery,” Maddox says. 

Jason Money, 33, a student at 
George Mason, had a lot of prior 
experience in health policy, both in 
the Senate as a legislative assistant 
and at his current position as a 
lobbyist for a health-care trade 
association. 

“A specialty program in health 
policy was a perfect fit for me,” he 
says. “If you’re involved in health 
care, this is a degree you should 
get. You gain a tremendous amount 
of insight.” 

As health-care policy changes, 
the programs adapt and try to 
anticipate the future needs of their 
students. “Every year we add new 
dimensions,” Cloonan says. 

Boyle is still thinking about 
what path she wants to take in 
her field. She’s optimistic about 
the future for herself and others 
seeking education in health-care 
policy and administration despite 
the challenges and tumultuous 
nature of the field. 

“We have such a great potential 
as a nation to improve,” she 
says. “The changes are only 
going to expand opportunities.”

Plea for Green 


Local restaurants 
ask the community 
for help with the bills 

Small Business 

Washington-based restaurants 
Cafe Green and Java Green owe 
more than $100,000 in unpaid 
taxes. 

And they want you to pay up. 

The restaurants, which spe- 
cialize in vegan and vegetarian 
food, were shut down by the Dis- 
trict’s Office of Tax and Revenue 
on Aug. 21 for being delinquent 
on taxes dating back to Novem- 
ber 2010. 

In the days that followed, 
owner Dae Jung Kim and his 
staff uploaded a video onto Cafe 
Green’s website asking customers

The amount that Cafe Green and 
Java Green have raised toward 
their $133,344 tax bill, (twp) 


for donations of $50 and $100 to 
cover the restaurant’s unpaid taxes 
and penalties. 

“In order to stay open and 
provide you with the healthful 
vegan dining experience you’ve 
grown to love, we are going 
to need a little help from our 
community,” the site says, adding 
that those who donate will receive 
5 percent discounts on food at the 
restaurants. 

Kim’s campaign is a departure 
from the sort of “crowdfunding” 
appeal popularized by such sites as

Kickstarter, which typically raise 
money for start-ups, art projects 
and other ventures. 

“Fm not sure donating would 
actually really help them in the 
long run,” said Katelyn Sornik, 
who owns Kate Bakes, a local vegan 
snack company. “It may stave off 
a permanent closure for a little 
longer,” but without changes in 
the operation, “we’ll be right back 
here next year.” 

Java Green and Cafe Green, 
which opened in Northwest D.C. 
in 2002 and 2009, respectively, 
were among the first restaurants 


in the area to cater to vegan and 
vegetarian diners, Kim said. 

So far, the restaurants have 
raised about $3,000, mostly from 
regular diners and other local 
vegan organizations, according 
to Wesley Rubbin, manager of 
Cafe Green. He noted that some 
customers have raised concerns 
about where the money will go. 

“People have said, ‘How can I 
trust that the money is going to 
go to the right places?’ ” he said, 
adding that the restaurant is 
working on improving its business 
model. “We’ve had a few who have

been more irate than others.” 

It is unclear why Java Green 
Coffee & Tea, the parent company 
behind the restaurants, was not 


paying its taxes. Rubbin offered 
several explanations, including 
a suggestion that the money was 
needed to pay rent and salaries. 

“We needed money to keep 
employees paid and the doors 
open,” he said. “That’s kind of how 
this tax thing happened.” 

Earlier this year. Cafe 
Green faced a court-ordered 
eviction for nonpayment of rent. 
Kim said the restaurant paid 
$100,000 in late rent payments 
and court fees in time to avoid 
being kicked out. 

“The next plan was to get to the 


taxes,” Rubbin said. “We had been 
trickling money [to the tax office] 
as well, but not the lump sum that 
they wanted.” 

A tax lien from the District 
shows that the restaurants owe 
$133,344 in unpaid taxes, interest 
and penalties. 

Rubbin said the plan is to pay 
back $40,000 in taxes as quickly 
as possible. 

“We’re hoping that’s going to 
appease the tax guys and give them 
what they need to get the doors 
back open,” he said, abha bhattarai

When Atlantic Monthly writer Hanna 
Rosin published an article in the magazine 
called “The End of Men ” she didn’t choose 
the headline. But once 
the article led to a book 
deal, she didn’t hesitate to 
splash the phrase across 
the cover. The book is 
not, in fact, about some 
misandrist dystopia where 
men no longer matter. 
Rather, it discusses in 
detail the economic and social trends 
that have led us to our current situation 
regarding gender: More women are getting 


advanced degrees than men, women do 
better in school and women are more 
employable. Rosin, who speaks Tuesday at 
Sixth and I Historic Synagogue, sets out 
to explore how this has affected marriage, 
gender roles and the cult of macho. 

In the book, you talk about how women 
will start working in any area they’re 
allowed to but that men will shy away 
from jobs they see as too feminine. Do you 
think that has any hope of changing? 

Men, even very progressive young men, 
will tell me that theoretically they believe 
in the stay-at-home dad and really want 
that guy to exist and want all social policies 
to support that guy. But [they] don’t want 
to be that guy. It’s understandable: There 
aren’t that many cultural role models yet. 
We’ve just started to get characters that are 
men who are domestic and sexy, where he’s 
not an idiot or has traded his manhood for 
paternal competence.

Do you think discomfort with the new 
gender roles is behind the “War on 
Women" this election cycle? 

The War on Women has taken on this 
unusually retrograde form having to 
do with contraception — which seems 
unbelievable, but I think is directly tied 
to the fact that the majority of American 
families are completely dependent on the 
ambition of women. America does not 
function as a stay-at-home-wife society 
at all, and I think that’s threatening to a 
lot of people. 


It’s almost like the 
thought process is, 
“What’s helping women 
do better, and how can we 
get rid of it?" 

11(1511^ Nobody would ever get 
rid of it. Society would fall 
apart. In the early ’60s, you could still 
function as a society without birth control, 
but you couldn’t do it now. 


In the book, you point out how even with 
more women in the workplace, there are 
a lot of things that still need to change. 

Part of the problem is that we don’t 
acknowledge what an important part 
of the economy women are. We pretend 
that we live in a society in which one 
person stays home and the other person 
is working ... I think it’s going to become 
easier in the next generation, because 
young men who’ve had a hard time 
finding work, who have a different 
relationship with the office ... effectively 
feel the same way about work as I, a 
40-something mom with three kids, do. 
I don’t want my work to be ever-present, 
all-swallowing force in my life. I want to 
have a little flexibility, and I think young 
guys do, too. So, it’s not some mommy
